Religious liberty 
thus assailed in the person of a 
Mormon may be further attacked at 
the demand of a party if craft or 
fanaticism, policy or bigotry shall 
conclude to persecute the Jew or the 
Lutheran, the Catholic or the 
Presbyterian. It is the first small 
break in the dam that leads to the 
flood. Let us not incur the danger. 
The law is ample to deal with poly- 
gamy. Let not the law open the way 
to religious tyranny.—Chicago Nimes.

New York, May 24th.— Western Pennsylvania was yesterday visited by a severe 
thunderstorm, accompanied by heavy rain. Several persons were killed by the light- 
ning, and much damage was done to property, __ Irm 

A terrific thunderstoras prevailed on Sunday, May Weh, at dd the 
Dorset coast. The river Lynn rose 15 feet, and carried away bridges, furniture, and 
other property. The damage is cotimated £0,000 A relief fund to poorer 
sufferers has been started. 

A violent thunderstorm broke over Holsworthy, North Daven on Sunday * 
May 25th. The tower of the parish church was struck by lightning, and the north pin- 
nacle destroyed. Portions of the masonry fell through the roof into the central aisle, 
doing considerable damage.—During a thunderstorm the same evening, at Barnstaple, 
the tower of Holy Trinity Church was struck, smashing off one pinnacle and some 
coping. 
Berlin, Wednesday, May 21st.—At a meeting of a military committee of the Reichstag 
to-day, the Minister for War, General Verdy du Vernors, declared that the army re-

Twenty of the unfortu- 
nate men afterwards reached village where they were set upon by. savages with, 
hawks. In all four white men and forty-seven blacks lost their ven. 

“Mz. Srankzrs Larger Ines.—Stasley is just now fall of the iden of teaneporting 
the negroes from the Southern States of America to Central Africa. The. precise site 
fixed upon is the Upper Congo forest country, 35,000 square miles in extent, which 

estimates would provide for each of the negroes of the south something like a quartér 
square mile of land for his inheritance. The climate is healthy, abounding in navigable 
rivers, with hills and valleys to diversify the scenery. It struck Stanley, in ‘passing 
through it, that it resembled Arkansas, Mississippi, and Louisiana, without, 
swamps, Anything might be grown on it, he says, from the oranges, sugarcane, and 
cotton of sub-tropical lands, to the wheat of California and the tice of South Oardlina. 

“A farmer of Sturry, near Canterbury, has suffered a heavy loss by the plague of mice 
which exists generally on the farms in East Kent.

Parents have 
banished children from their homes, because those children have had the 
courage and faith to receive the truth; brothers have turned agains} 
brothers, and neighbors against 8 for the same reason.

Blessed are ye, when men shall hate you, and when they shall separate 
you from their company, and shall reproach you, and cast out your name 
as evil, for the Son of man’s sake. Rejoice ye in that day, and leap for 

joy: for, behold, your reward is great in heaven: for in the like manner 
did their fathers unto the prophets. 

Persecution, although hard at times to bear, is not without good results 
to those who are persecuted. Itstrengthens faith, develops moral courage, 
and purifies the character. The people who are persecuted because of 
their allegiance to the Everlasting Gospel, know that they are persecuted 
for that reason. Men may accuse them of all sorts of crime, as they for- 
merly accused the Savior, but the accusation does not make them guilty 
of erimes. Those who cannot endure calumny and hatred for the sake of 
the Gospel, are sifted out from among the believers, for thosé people: who 
love the world more than Christ, desert the latter for the former. It 
requires men possessing the nobler traits of humanity to meet thé séorn 
of former friends, leave the prospects of a flattering life, and devote them — 
selves to an unpopular cause for the love of the truth. Persecution seems 
to be necessary in preparing and developing a people for the aceom- 

lishment of God's purposes in the establishment of His Church and 
Kingdom upon the earth. The Gospel net gathers all kinds, but persscu- 
tion is one of the sifting agents. Only the pure, the meek, and the dil 
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gent in good works, will endure unto the end. Persecution not only 
tends to develop the better traits in the characters of those persecuted, 
and who endure for righteousness sake, but it brings blessings in the life 
to come. But rejoice, inasmuch as ye are partakers of Christ's suffer- 
ings; that when His glory shall be revealed, ye may be glad also with ex- 
_ ceeding joy. If ye be reproached for the name of Christ, happy are ye, 
for the spirit of glory and of God resteth upon you: on their part He is 
evil spoken of, but on your part He is glorified.” 

The Latter-day Saints receive great consolation from these words of the 
inspired apostle, as also from many others that might be quoted. They 
know that they are persecuted because they have received the principles 
of the Gospel of Christ—they know, too, that in the deepest afflictions 
they have passed through, the “spirit of glory and of God” rested upon 
them. Therefore, people who are searching for the truth should not 
allow themselves to be prejudiced against the Saints. But they should 
feel encouraged to investigate the principles of the Everlasting Gospel, 
espoused and being promulgated by the persecuted ones, for those who 
“live godly in Christ Jesus shall suffer persecution.” Sg: Saale

ANOTHER ANTI.“ MORMON“ 


PLOT. 


— 


As the most prominent objective 
— of plots, conspiracies and dia- 
lis e Czar stands pre-eminent 
upon the continent of Europe. But 
the corresponding position in the 
New World is unquestionably occu- 
pied by the “Mormons.” The tem- 
— ne is exceedingly low on the 
y which sees no scheme in process 
of formation or development, having 
them in view as intended victims. 
The latest anti- Mormon con- 
spiracy which has come to the sur- 
face embodies a proposition to pre- 
vent “Mormon” immigrants from 
landing in the United States, on the 
ground that their coming is in viola- 
tion of the law of Congress which 
prohibits the entrance of foreigners 
who have embarked for this country 
under a contract to labor. The plan 
is to make a showing to the effect 
that arrangements are made in ad- 
vance, by the leaders of the Mor- 
mons” in Utah, to give employment 
to converts who come from abroad. 
If proof to this purport can be ad- 
duced before the officers of the 
government who have supervision 
over the landing of immigrants at 
Atlantic ports, it is the expectation of 
the schemers that the tide of “ Mor- 
mon” immigration will be effectively 
and permanently checked. | 
There is only one difficulty in the 
way of the successful working of 
this plot, but, in our opinion, 


couragement and despondency will 
overcome the plotters before they meet 
the obstacle. The impediment re- 
ferred to is to get the proof of the 
proposition that ‘‘Mormon” immi- 
grants are contract laborers. This 
will be hard to do, for the reason that 
no evidence of such a fact has any 
existence. No witness could be found 
having any knowledge of it. No 
circumstances could be pointed out 
indicative of it. A billi ball is 
not more destitute of hair than is the 
proposition referred to of evidence in 
its support. 

The negative testimony is, on the 
other hand, unlimited in its abun- 
dance. The Mormons” in Utah, 
and those on shipboard, to a man, 
could testify that no arrangements 
are made in advance for the employ- 
ment of the latter. They come not 
knowing how they will earn or ob- 
tain their bread. Often, probably in 
most cases, they do not know the 
town in which they will locate. They 
reach some railroad point in one of 
the Territories, generally selecting the 
one nearest to where they have friends 
or acquaintances living, if they have 
either in the country, and their future 
course depends entirely upon the 
developments that transpire from dax 
to day, until they at length find or fix 
upon a permanent home. They work
